The Coming Amusement Sennon.

| he musieal prospects for the coming fall and
winter eeason cannot at the present time be
consiféred ‘particularly brilliant, so far as ope-
ratie pérformancos are concerned, at least. The
Ttallan and Gerwan impressarios have givon no
aigns of actlvity, and the English tronpe Is the
only one that has been announced as ready to
commence the eampaign. This combination,
a8 our readers are aware, will contain nearly
all the principal members of the Richings
and the Parepa-Rosa troupes. It will be under
the managemeont of C. D. Hees & Co., with Mrs.
Richinge-Bernard as the musleal directross, and
albelt it will lack the valuable services of arepa
the magnificent, it will be In every other respect
the strongest operatic company thatl has been
before the public for years, The reperioire
consists of the best and most pepular oporas,
aad there i a promlee that scveral attractive
noveltiee shall be produced in bhandsome style.
This troupe will probably open at the Academy
of Music about the middle of December for a
scnson of two weeks, and as it is composed of
artlsts of undoubted merit, itought toreceive the
liberal patronage of the publie, more cspecially
as it is likely to be the only efficient operatic
combination we will have at present,

There is a rumor, which may or may not be
based upon fncts, that a New York muauager Lias
engaged M'ile Czillag for a season of Itallan
opera in this country. Thia artlet has enjoyed
g distingulehed reputation in Earope for a num-
ber of yoars past, sud although eghe does not
raul: withh Pattl or Nilsson, sha is doubtlesa a
very superior nctress-singer. If the war in Eu-
rope continues it will undoubtedly have the
effect of driving performers ot all Kinds to this
country, and it is not impossible, thercfore, that
before the end of the season we may have seve-
ral more or less merltorious Italian and German
opcratic  companies in  the ficld. This,
however, ia mere speculation, and the only real
mueical sonsation that we are assured of is the
appearance of Mdlle. Ohristine Nilsson in con-
cert, under the management of Max Strakosch.
Thie lady is undoubtedly an artist of the very
higliest rank, and she will come before the
American public as the legitimato succcssor as
woll as the countrywoman of Jenny Lind.
Mdlle. Nilszon 18 now in the prime of ler youth
and beauly, and the recent criticlzma of the
London press speak of her lovely volce as
being more lovely than ever. The appear-
gnee of . a eloger of Mdlle. Nilsson's
reputation concert will ouly
[ pariial gratification, and although
wo believe Mr. Btrakosch has not contemplated
bringing her out in opera, it I8 by no means
improbable that he may do zo, especlally If the
other impressarios refuse to take the field.
Mdlle. Nilsson iz expected to arrive In New
York In a few woeks, and It 15 likely that she
will make her first appearance in this city dur-
ing the latler part of October,

Among the rumors that may be set down as
cortaintics, 18 one to the effect that the Deetho-
ven Society of this city contemplates celebrating
the centennial annlversary of Beethoven's birtl-
day, in December next, by o grand choral con-
cert. This goclety, which was organized and
trained by Mr. Carl Wolfeoln, 18 composed of
amateurs of genuine musical culture, who fully
demoustrated their ability to render the most
difilcult choral music at a concert glven last
seacon at the Voyer of the Academy of Musie.
If they undertalie te celebrate the Boethoven
ecatennial, the public may be assured that there
will Be no humbug about the attempt, and that
the performance will bie In every way worthy of
thie occaslon

In the way of dramatic performances, the
coming Fencon promises to be one of much
activity, especially In the line of what, for the
ealie of distinetion, may be termed the “‘minor
sliows.

that portion of the houte known as “‘behind the
gseenes.” A new etage has been lald down,
and the opportunity has been taken to make a
great many improvements which will materially
aid the econle effects. A handsome new drop-
gurtain, upon which Mr. Hellge is now putting
the finishing touches, and considerable uew
geenery will add greatly to the agroeable appear-
ance of the interior of the house. The audito-
rlum and all of the front portion of the theatre
is bemmg thoroughly rencvated and repainted,
and the whole of the exterior is being burnished
up, e6 that 1t will appear almost as good ag new.
A couple of stores have been added to the exte-
rior—one at each ond of the Walout strect
front—which rather adds to the attractlve ap-

caranee of the bullding.

to the public at this house, The friends of Mr.
Owen Fawcett will regret to learn that he will
not be attached to the Walnut stréet company
next season, In consequence of his having ac-
cepted an engagement at the Museum, Chlcago,
s first low and eccentric eomedian.

The Arch Btreot Theatre is being thoroughly
renovated and put In good condition for the
opening, which will take place early in Beptem-
ber, Scveral changes will be made in the com-
pany, some of which, nt least, will be con-
slderod by the public as Improvements. Thus
Mr. Barton Hill will be welcomed back to his
old position of lending man and stage managor,
and the friends of Mr. W. H. Wallis will be
pleased to see him figuring as second old man.
Both of these gentlemen are much superlor (o
those who enncted their specific lnes of business
last senzon, andj they will materially strengthen
the company. Mre. Drew will, as heretofore,
combine the functions of manager and
artist, and she will be surrounded
by such well-estnblished favorites
as Mr. Cmig, Mr. Mackay, Mr. Jamee, Mr,
Hemple, Mr. Josephs, Miss Lizzle Trice, Mre.
Thayer, Mrs. Maeder, besides several new [acos.
Extenslve preparations are belog made for the
production of atiractive noveltics, which will be
announced in due course of time. Among the
improvements in contemplation will be an in-
creased attention Lo the musicnl anecessories; and
Lo carry out this ldea Mr. Alfrod Kelleher hos
been engaged ns a chorns master.

Particuler care will be taken in the selection of
pieces to exclude everything in the elightest
degree objectionable on moral grounds, and
nothing will be permitted upon the stage that
the most fastidious can obiect to, 1t is Intended
to make this a place to which parents
can st all times bring thelr children without the
slirhtest fear of offiense, and at the same time
with the certainty that what they see and hear
will be both entertalning snd lmproving. A
small but eMelent company has been engaged,
the leadlng members of which are Mr, G. D,
Chaplin, leading man; Mr. W. H. Otis, light
comedian; Mr, Harry Hawk, firet low comecdian;
Mr. Wood Benson, first old man; Miss Minnie
Monk, leading lady; Miss Ada Monk, soubrette;
and Miss Mary Carr, first old womnn. My, B,
A. Baker will be director of amusements, and
Mr. C. R. Dodsworth, with a full orchestra, will
supply the music, The scenie artist will be Mr.
J. 8. Behell,

The Museum, in addition to agreat variely of
other objcets of interest, will contain the Gil-
baugh collectlon from the Zoologleal Gardens,
Montreal; the large collection of Chinese and
Japanese enriosities formerly belonging to Mr.
J. U, Peters, which wae brought to this country
by Commodore Perry's Japan expedition, and
Dr. Ioffnagle's extensive and valuable collection
of Turkish and Indlan curlosities gathered to-
getber Ly him while be held the post
of Consul at Caleulta, Additions to
the permanent collection of the Muoseum
will be made from time to time, and there will
be a succession of living curiosities of various
kinds, Including giants, dwarfs, fal men and
women, living skeletons and menngeries ol
wild animals, The price of admirsion will be
a5 cents to all parts of the house, except the
besat seats in the lecture-room, for which an extra
fee will be charged. The regular price of ad-
mission, however, will permit the visitor to in-
gpect everything in the Musenm, and also to
witness the dramatic performances from excel-
lent seats In the gallery, from each of which &
perfect vlew of the stage can be obtalned,

The Museum bullding is bLeing put up in the
most substantial manner, and no pains will be
spared to make it so strong o every part that an
accldent through the giving way of the walls er
the floors will be practically impossible. Par-
tieular care has also been taken to provide for
the safety of the andlence in case of fire, and
the means of exit are so numerons and 8o acces-
sible that it 1s ealenlated the entire building can
be omptied inside of five minutos. The front
of the bullding on Arch etreel s fifty feet In
width, and It extends for
street, In eack of

the stories

by 80 feet, which will be devoted to the euriosi-

| ties, while a large room under the Mansard roof,

b0 by 120 feet, and extending over the entire
building, will be used as a menagerie.” This
room will be supported npon sgevon immense
trusses, caleulated to sustain an enormons
welzht, and whicli will make It as socurg as any
other portion of the building.  The lecture-
room, back of the Museum proper, will be 50 by
60 feet, and will contaln a parquet, dress cirele,
and two tiers of boxes. The stage will Le
amply large enough to produce any picce
that may be desirable, All the material used
in the bullding fs of the wery best quality,
the timber belng from Huut's ran, Cameron
county, Pennsylvania, the game as that em-
ployed in the Pennsylvania Cemtral Rallroad
Company’s grain elevator. The outslde of tho
Musecum will be plastered and palated in bmita-
tion of marble, and it will be a decided orno-
ment to the section of the city in which it is
located. It is expected that everylhing will be
ready for the inspection of the public by the 1st
of October, after which the Musenm will be
open from 9 A. M, to 10 P, M. dally. The
architect 18 Mr, E. F, Dorang, and the bullder
Mr. Thomas MeCullough.
